POPE LEO’S JUBILEE 


Fifty Years Spent in the Service of the 
 Ohurch. 


PREPARATIONS UNDER WAY FOR AN 
INTERNATIONAL CELEBRATION. 


Dangerous Gun Practice in England—A 
Treaty Broken by an African Chief— 
Troublesome Indian Tribesmen—Lady 
Somerset Reviews Her American Tour 
—General Foreign News. 


Rome, April 22.—Atthe Vatican extraordi- 
nary importance is being given tothe Pope’s 
Episcopal jubilee next year. The year Or- 

-ganizing Committee has already received 
notice of thousands of gitts that are to be 
spent. Tocollect all the donations more than 
three hundred committees have been formed 
inall parts of Christendom, From reports 
received from these committees it is believed 
that the presents on this occasion will equal 
or perhaps exceed those made on the occa- 
‘gion of his priestly jubilee when they 
amounted to upward of $8,000,000 in cash and 
$20,000,000 in other presents. 

The special commission appointed to ar- 
range the fetes in connection with the Jubilee 
has decided that a great international pil- 
grimage shall take place next September in 
order that those who will not be able to at- 
tend the fetes during the first six months of 
1898, may havethe opportunity of paying 

_theirhomageto His Holiness then. The 
' principal fete ts fixed for Feb. 10, 1893. Other 
important features of the celebration will be 
a grand international pilgrimage in Feb- 
ruary, 1893, the establishment in each ec- 
clesiastical province of ah educational insti- 
tution in honor of Leo XIII, the creation in 
Rome of a great institute of students, and the 
construction nearthe Vatican of a large 
church in commemoration of the event, to be 
known asthe Church of 8st. Joachim, the 
patron saint of Leo XIII. 

In the month of March the collection of St. 
‘Peter’s pence for the Vatican was notably 
increased, the amount having been upwards 
of $80,000, while the average monthly collec- 
tions heretofore have not exceeded $60,000. 
Before the public declaration by the Vatican 
of its policy favorable to the French Repub- 
lic France usually headed the list In the 
amount collected, but since that time it has 
sunk tothe eighth place, the United States 
standing second. 

The recent visit to Paris of the French Am- 
bassadors accredited to the Vatican has been 
a subject of much comment. One of the 
reasons that induced tne visit is the subject 

of the projected pilgrimages to Rome. It ap- 
pears that M. Bilot has strongly represented 
tohis Government that public demonstra- 
tions with banners and emblems that could 
offend public sentiment would not again be 
permitted in Italy. The French pilgrims can 
come freely, but their enthusiasm must be 
confined tothe limitsof the Vatican. The 
French Ambassador of the Holy See just be- 
‘fore leaving Rome had a long conference 
with the Pope, during which the latter 
greatly dwelt uponthe necessity of a recon- 
cillation between the Republic and Roman 
Catholicism. Although several bishops had 
“become discouraged in the face of the many 
difficulties he himself, deciared Leo XIll., 
was full of hope, ' eel ania 
It is said that the French government has 
decided to prosecute the Archbishop of 
‘Avignon and the Bishops of Montpeller, 
Nimes, Velence and Viviers because of the 
recent pastoral letter issued by them, in 
which they set forth the duties of Catholic 
electors at the municipal elections which will 
‘ve held on May 1. 


LADY SOMERSET. 


DRESS DELIVERED IN LIVERPOOL ON HER 
AMERICAN TOUR. 


IVERPOOL, April 22.—Lady Henry Somer- 

, who recently returned here from an ex- 
_ténded visit to the United States, has ad- 
dressed the temperance assembly in this city. 
‘*‘The temperance party in the United 
States.’’ said she, ‘‘was daily growing in 
streneth and importance.’’ She had found 
in the United States universally sober 
womanhood. She had been present at a 
number of social affairs at which intoxicat- 
ing drinks were among the refreshments 
offered tothe guests, butshe had seen only 

one woman partake of wine or liquor. 

The temperance work in the United States 
was conducteaq on a grand scale and the 
Woman’s Christian Temperance Union was 
wielding a powerful influence throughout 
the whole country. Lady Somerset declared 
that it was not true thatthe cause of prohi- 
bition wasa failure in the State of Maine. 
The illicit traffic in intoxicants was very 
limited, and asa proof that the excise laws 
were strictly enforced she said that she her- 
‘self was cognizant of cases which happened 
within the last three months where quanti- 
ties of liquor had been seized by the officials 
andthe sellers ofthe prohibited goods had 
been convicted and sentencedto jail for the 
term of imprisonment prescribed by law. 
_She said that she deeply regretted the oppos- 
dng attitude which Mr. Gladstone had as- 
‘sumed in reference to the enfranchisement of 
women as shown in his recent pamphiet on 
the subject.

A TREATY BROKEN. 
REPRISALS LAID ON COMMERCE BY AN AFRICAN 
CHIEF. 


Lonpon, April 22.—Advices from Lagos, 
capital of the British colony of that name on 


ithe slave coast of West Africa, report a 


sefious state of affairs there. For thirty 
years past the trade of Lagos to and from the 
interior of Africa has been interrupted by the 
King of Jebu, one of the interior countries of 
the colony of Lagos. The Jebutribe hold‘a 
very important geographical position, their 
country forming the frontier along the 
lagoon giving access tothe port of Lagos.’ 
The main roads from a very large portion of 


| the rich Hinterland of Yoruba pass through 


Jebu, and the King levied heavy tolls upon 
all produce passing through his country, 
compelled the Yoburas to sell to him, thus 
acting as middleman to the traders of Lagos. 
The same policy was adopted in regard to 
goods passing from Lagos to Yoruba. A sim- 
ilar policy was followed by the Abeokulans, 
who represented the Egba race, inthe west- 
ern portion of Yoruba, the road from which 
lies through their large capital, Abeokuta. 
Friendly negotiations to settle the difficulty 
resulted in nothing. A short time ago the 
King of Jebu was forced to sign a 
treaty which provided that, in 
return for the annual payment of 
the sum of £500, the King of Jebu should keep 
the roads and rivers of his country free to all 
persons who desire to pass through Jebu; 
also that no tolls, fees or imposts should be 
levied upon trade. It appears tbat the 
Jebus, who were acting in concert with the 
Ef#bas, have broken the treaty and their 
combined forces threaten to attack Lagos 
and the British settlements on the gold coast. 
Trade is completely suspended and there is 
considerable uneasiness in Lagos. The na- 
tives onthe gold coast Are quiet. A native 
force commanded by British officers has been 
dispatched to the assistance of Lagos. 


THE EASTERN EMPIRE, 


A NATIVE CHIEF ABDICATES—TROUBLESOME 
TRIBESMEN—FINANCES. 

CaLcuTtTa, April 22.—The Rajah of Sikkim, a 
small British protected State in Northeast 
India, has abdicated and fledto Thibet, Itis 
feared that his abdication, for which no rea- 
son is given at present, will lead to serious 
border troubles, and the Thibetians are cer- 
tain to make raids across the border into 
Sikkim. The British garrison at Quatung 
will be strongly reinforced in order to repel 
these raids. 

The situation inthe Lussai country is be. 
coming more threatening and the tribesmen 
are now in open revolt. As before stated in 
these dispatches the trouble grew out of the 
refusal of the natives toobey certain orders 
of the British political officer. The Cachair 
frontier is now lined with British troops. 
The Lussais make frequent raids upon the 
tea gardens. They recently descended upon 
the Boorooncherra tea garden and killed fif- 
ty-two coolies and carried off thirteen others. 
In consequence of these raids, a European 
officer with a force of miltary police and a de- 
tachment of the Bengal infantry were dlis- 
patched to patrol the exposed. gardens and 
have repulsed the tribesmen. 

A strong force has been dispatched to act 
in concert with the Indoo-Burmese force in 
the other side of Lussai hills. 

It is reported that with a viewof reducing 
the weekly sales of India Council drafts and 
thus, it is hoped, restoring the yalue of silver 
by stopping the purchases which stimulate 
production, the India Council are meditating 
the loan of £5,000,000. 


ANARCHISTS RAIDED. — 


FORTY-FIVE OF THEM TAKEN IN BY THE PARIS 
; POLICE. 

PARIS, April 22.—Notwithstanding the fact 
that a number of leading Anarchists are in 
jailand others have been driven from the 
country, those at liberty are still active and 
holding secret meetings. While the subjects 
of their deliberations are not known, the 
general belief is that they have reference to 
the May Day celebrations. Oftentimes 
the fact that the meeting has been 
held comes to the kKnowiedge of the 
authorities too late to beof any service to 
them, but the police are extraordinarily vigi- 
lant, andanyone Known tobean Anarchist 
or to have anarchistic tendencies is Mable to 
find himself in the clutches of the law at any 
time. The police learned yesterday of a 
number of lodgings occupied by Anarchists, 
and a raid was at once planned. This morn- 
inga number of gendarmes detailed forthe 
purpose, made a descent upon the houses 
where the Anarchists lived and captured 
forty-five men, who were at once taken to 
the prefecture and afterwards locked up. 


GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 


PREPARING COLUMBIAN EXHIBITS—PARIS PO- 
LICE WILL GET MORE PAY. 

MADRID, April 22.—It is announced here 
that the United States Government has 
agreed to defray the expense of building 
of the Columbus Celebration models 
of the caravels Pinta and Nina, two of the 
vessels belonging to the fleet commanded by 
Columbus in his voyage of discovery to the 
new world. The Spanish Government is con- 
structing a model of the Santa Marla, the 
largest of the vessels and the one on which 
Columbus sailed. Mr, McCarthy, an attache 
ofthe American Legation in this city has 
started for Barcelona for the purpose of com- 
pleting the arrangements in regard to the 
matter on behalf of his government,

THE PARIS POLICE STRIKE OFF. 

PARIS, April 22.—Police Prefect Loze de- 
clares that he isnot alarmed by the talk of 
police strikes. He hasreported tothe Gov- 
ernment in favor of an increase of pay, 
which will mean extra credits of 6,000,000 
francs. Pendinga decision the men must be 
patient. He also asks an increase of the 
force. Premier Lobet approves of the in- 
crease. 


PORTO NOVO REPORTED TAKEN. 

Paris, April 22.—lt is reported that Porto. 
Novo has been captured by the Dahomeyans. 
The rumor is not official, but has caused 
great public anxiety. 

The Minister of Marine statesthat up to 4 
o’clock this afternoon he had received no of- 
ficial contirmation ofthe report that Porto 
Novo had fallen into the hands of the 
Dahomeyans. He declared that he placed 
no credit in the report. 

In the meantime the Minister of Marine, 
in whose charge the campaign has been 
placed by the Ministry, has telegraphed to 
the commander of the French troops at 
Whydah notto assume the offensive. The 
sensation caused here when the report was 
first circulated this morning has not abated 
in the least. 

CONSPIRACY CHARGED. 

QUEBEC, April 22.—Summonses were served 
to-day on Charles Langelier, ex-Provincial 
Secretary and Registrar, and M. Pacaud, 
editor of L’ lecteur, to appear on the 28th 
inst. on a charge of havingconspired with

BRIEF CABLEGRAMS, 

Paris, April 22.—Considerable uneasiness 
has been caused in Paris by a rumor that an 
oMmicial telegram has been received stating 
that the Dahomeyans have captured Porto 
Novo, 

A heavy snow storm set in at Hermann- 
stadt, in Transylvania, early yesterday and 
lasted until afternoon. When the snowfall 
ceased thefe was a severe earthquake, which 
greatly frightened the people.

IN JEALOUS FRENZY. 


Ernest Rapp Madea Murderous Attack 
on His Wife. 


TWO UNSUCCESSFUL ATTEMPTS AT 8UI- 
CIDE FOLLOWED. 


Two White Women and a Negro Charged 
With Arson—A Jewelry Drummer 
Robbed of Valuables—Insurance Com- 
parties on Track of an Alleged Buried 
Dummy—Deeming’s Case—Crimes. 

SYRACUSE, N. Y., April 22.—About7 o’clock 


last evening Ernest Rapp shot his wife and 
childandthen shot himself. Rapp and his 


family resided on Kirkpatrick street, in this 


city. Lastevening he became quarrelsome, 
when his wife went to a neighbor. Soon 
afterwards Rapp went to the house and tried 
to induce herto return home, but she was 
afraid of him and refused. He then pulleda 
revolver and fired three shots, one of which 
passed through the woman’s abdomen 


and another grazed her child’s hand. Rap 
went into an He ee ag 4 room and fired a ball 
into his own breast, the bullet passing very 
near the heart. he would-be murderer 
made his escape, and was not found fortwo 
hours. In the meantime he had taken a dose 
of rough on rats. Rapp and his wife were 
removed to the hospital and are bothina 
critical condition, but indications to-day are 
favorable for their recovery. Jealousy is 
said tobe the motive for Rapp’s attempt at 
murder and suicide. 


DEEMING’S TRIAL. 


THE WHOLESALE MURDERER’S 
JOURNED TILL APRIL 28. 
MELBOURNE, April 22.—The trial of Fred- 
erick Baily Deeming for the murder of his 
wife, called in all the proceedings in Aus- 
tralia, K.S. Williams, that being the name 
Deeming assumed here, opened to-cay, The 
court-room was crowded to its fullest ca- 
pacity, as it was thought that when the ap- 
plication of the defense foran adjournment, 
which it was known would be madein order 
to permit the witnesses being brought from 


England, was preferred, it would be denied 
and that the trial would at once be proceeded 
with. The spectators were doomed to disap- 
pointment, for Mr. Lyle, counsel for the pris- 
oner, at once asked for an adjournment until 
April 28 and the application was granted. 
Deeming was at once taken back to jail. 

Since the inquest Deeming has spent most 
of his timein writing. When not so engaged 
he walks up and down the cell, and discusses 
his case with the jailers. He speaks of tre 
recent inquest asa ‘‘yrand farce,’’ and says 
he is sorry itis atan end, as he is now de- 
prived of all source of amusement. Tothe 
Governor of the jail, speaking of the victim 
of the Windsor murder, he said: ‘‘She isnot 
dead; she willappear again all right.’’ He 
continues to ask for spirits and cigars, but is 
not allowed to haveeither. He said to the 
doctor, referring to brandy which was given 
him after the inquest, ‘‘Why did you give me 
that poison?’’ Itisevident he is doing his 
best to Keep up the pretense of insanity.

COWARDLY ASSAULT. 


RUFFIANS ATTEMPT TO MURDER AN AUSTRIAN 
PHYSICIAN. 


VIENNA, April 22,—A dispatch from Rohatyn, 


‘tr Austrian Garlieta, gives Drief details of an 


outrageous and cowardly attack made upon 
Dr. Dzorowics,a high ecclesiastical dignitary 
who resides at that*place. Dzorowics was 
walking in the vicinity of the town when he 
was set upon by two ruffians armed with cud- 
gels, who beat him severely. His assailants 


then carried the doctor to the river and 
threw himin. He had been Dadly injured by 
the blows showered upon him by the men, 
and faint and weak, he could only cry feebly 
for help. Fortunately some passers-by heard 
his cries and, running to the river, they suc- 
ceeded, with much difficuity, in rescuing 
him. the two men, as soon as they bad 
thrown their victim into the river, their evi- 
dent intention being to drown him, took to 
their heels and made their escape. No reason 
for the assault is given. 


ARSON CHARGED. 


TWO WHITE WOMEN AND A NEGRO UNDER AR- 
, REST. 

CHICAGO, April 22.—Two white women and 
a negro have been arrested hereon a charge 
of arson. The women are named Mrs. Maud 
Hania and Mrs. Minnie Tiffin, the former 
being about 35 and the latter 30 years of age. 
The police for some reason will not disclose 
the name of the negro. It is asserted by the 
police that they have positive evidence that 


the three have been for some time making in- 
surance companies their prey. It is posi- 
tively Known that Mrs. Hania has been 
burned outa number of times, and in each 
instance she carried insurance on her prop- 
erty tar beyond its actual value. Mrs. Hania 
has made a partial confession. Among other 
things she told the officers that she was one 
of the guests who escaped from the Hotel 
Royal in New York, and the police of that 
city have been notifiedof her statement to 
that effect. 


ROBBED OF JEWELRY. 


F. J. BOESSE LOST $2,000 BY A MOMENT’S INAT- 
TENTION. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., April 22.—At the Union 
Depot last night at7 o’clock F, J. Boesse, 
traveling salesman forthe jewelry house of 
Bowman & Co., Nassau street, New York, 
was robbed of a valise containing dlamonds 
valued at §2,0000r more.

One was missing, and impul- 
sively setting the valise onthe upright end 
of a neighboring trunk, he turned to engage 
the attention of the baggagemaster. he 
withdrew his thought from the valise but a 
moment, butin that brief space of time he 
lost $2,000 or more worth of jewelry. When 
he turned around again the valise.was gone. 
Detectives have been employed to ferret out 
the robbers, but as yet nothing is known of 
the whereabouts of the jewelry.

Lie Ppeeryes Fo siesmic disturbance, Prof. 
Davidson of the Coast and Gesdetic Survey 
said: *‘I was observing the heavens through 
the telescope at the time of the first shock. I 
was seate observing a star, and facing 
north, and then arose to read the levels in 
the meridian. Then 1 knew there wasan 
earthquake, because the bubbles in the level 
were in motion, The time was 2 hours, 51 
winutes and 41 seconds. 

‘*‘The movement in minute waves was 9.9 
seconds of an arc, and the time of pulsations 
about 8 seconds of time, and not regular; at 
times almost subsidingeand then starting out 
afresh. The movement was apparently from 
south. This contmued forfour or five min- 
utes, and in 6 minutes the aplitude of the 
waves was from 0.2 or 0.3 a second of the arc 
and time of puisation. 

‘‘The pulsation was plainly exhibited for 9 
minutes, and at 18 minutes it had ceased. At 
the close the north ends of two levels were 
0.5 Segond of arc higher than when first 
read,.’’ 

The professor’s attention was called to the 
fact that the shock of the 19th inst was pre- 
ceded by a roaring sound heard by man 
peorss awake at the time.

UPON THE GALLOWS 


Phillip Baker Hanged for Murder at 
New Orleans. - 


CHARLES MILLER LEGALLY EXECUTED 
AT CHEYENNE. 


Etienne Deschamps, Who Was to Have 
Suffered To-Day, Reprieved by Gov. 

wt Nichols at the Last Hour—History of 
Iwo Remarkably Atrocious Crimes— 
Efforts to Secure Pardons. 


NEW ORTEANT, La., April 22.—Philip Baker 
spent most of the day yesterday and the early 
part of the nightin the chapel attached to 
the prison. He seemed cheerful and remained 
awake until 2a. m., chatting pleasantly with 
reporters, deputies and members of St. Vin- 
cent de Paul Society, wh were in attend- 
ance. Hesleptfrom 2 until 5°o’clock this 
morning in front of the altar in the chapel. 
Upon arising he had his hair cut and indulged 
in a shave. 

When Deschamps visited the chapel he, 
together with Baker, repaired to the sacris- 
ty, where they took communion, This cere- 
mony was interrupted by the arrival of 
Baker’s lawyer, who came to inform his 
client that he intended to file application for 
an injunction prohibiting the execution. 
This news did not seem to affect Baker, for 
he knew his case was hopeless, and upon the 
departure of his attorney he resumed his re- 
ligious devotions. The Supreme Court re- 
fused the application of Baker’s counsel for 
an injunction restraining the Sheriff from 
executing the Governor’s warrantin Baker’s 
case, and he was executed at 12:56 p. m. 

Phillip Baker’s crime was-one of the most 
cold-blvoded murders which has ever been 
committed in nearly the past ten years. 
Baxer was a clerk in the grocery store of 
Neil Nelson, located in Carrollton, a suburb 
of thiscity. He was a year in Nelson’s em- 
eed when the crime for which he was 

langed was committed. Nelson was in well- 

to-do circumstances, and was highly es- 
teemedby the community, as was his bride 
ofiseven iwonths. 

The night of March 6, 1890, Nelson was in 
his store, closing up his accounts and count- 
ing his money which had been taken in dur- 
ing the day. Baker was in an adjoining 
room, and stimulated by the desire forthe 
wealth before himor by some other -unac- 
countable impulse he walked fnto the room 
and with a bag of shot which lay handy 
felled the employer tothe floor. Nelson ran 
from the store:and sought a friend who lived 
close ~o With his friend he hastened back 
tothe house and re-entering the store was 
horrified atthe sight which met his gaze. 
On the floor at the foot of the 
stairway pening to his bedcham ber 
Nelson round the lifeless body of his young 
wife, who was attired in her night apparel, 
and whose throat bad been cut from, ear to 
ear. The tact that the inurdered Woman was 
in delicate condition when she met her fate 
udded tothe enormity of the crime. Baker 
was at once suspected of the murderand the 
police started to search for him. He was 
iound at Kenner, ten miles fromthe city, on 
board of a north-bound train. He was 
brought back tothe city, and after a brief 
interval, was placed on trial. 
The evidence adduced, while not 
direct, was circumstantially so strong as 
to cause a verdict of guilty to be rendered 
afteravery brief consultation by the jury. 
The theory of the prosecution was that when 
Nelson was struck by Baker the noise of’ the 
scuffie arousefi his wife, who was asleep in 
the room. aleve... She went down stairs to 
lend her aidto ber husband aud encountered 
Baker. He turned on her and cut her throat 
to save himself. ' 

Baker, in his testimony swore that Nelson 
had discovered an existing intimacy between 
the wife and himself, andin a fitof jeatous 
rage had slain his bride and by a Series of 
circumstances attempted to fasten the crime 
upon him. The case was taken to the 
Supreme Court on awritof error, but the 
ruling of that tribunal was against the pris- 
oner and he was sentenced to be hanged 
Jan. 22. A respite was . granted 
and the case was referred to the Board of 
Pardons with application for commutation of 
sentence, but the board decided unanimously 
against tbe application. As the last move to 
save Kaker’s neck, his mother made affidavit 
against Neil Neilson, charging him with the 
murder; but the Grand-jury examined the 
case fully and refused to find an indictment. 


DESCHAMPS REPRIEVED. 
Gov. Nichols has reprieved Etienne Des- 
champs until the Board of Pardons can take 
action in the case. Deschamps was con- 


victed of the murder of Jullette Dietsch on 
Jan. 30, 1859. The girl had been betrayed by 
him, and the murder was an especially atro- 
clous one. 

Deschamps was reprieved by Gov. Nicholls 
just two hours before the hour for his execu- 
tion arrived. He may never suffer for the 
Killing of 13-year-old Juliet Dietch, as the 
mysterious disappearance of Judge Marr, 
who is believed to be drowned, leaves the 
Board of Pardons equally divided as to com- 
mutation of sentence. Deschamps is re- 
prieved until further investigation can be 
made by the Board of Pardons. 


MILLER EXECUTED, 

CHEYENNE, Wyo., April 22.—Chas, Miller, 
the 18-year-old boy, who, while tramping 
across the country ayear ago in company 
with Ross Fisnbaugh and Waldo 


Emerson of St. Joeeph, Mo., murdered 
his companions in a box Car in this city fora 
few dollars, was hanged at 12360 o’clock. An 
unsuccessful attempt was niade by Miller’s 
friends to have the sentente com- 
muted to Hie wa ripper but. the 
Governor refused o.._ entertain the 
supplication. Miller escaped jail several 
months ago, but was captured after a day’s 
liberty. He showed the utmost indifference 


-Guring his trial and at the time of execution. 


In September, 1890, Miller, then 15 years 
old, shot and’ kilied Waido Emetson and 
Koss T. Fishbaugh in a box car on the Union 
Pacific, forty miles or so east of Cheyenne. 
The State line is fifty miles away. Kmerson 
and Fishbaugh were respectable young men 
of St. Joseph, Mo., who had set out to reach 
Denver cheaply. 

The evidence clearly showed that both 
youths were mudered in cold biood for the few 
dollars in money which they possessed. The 
three young fellows were beating their way 
West ona freight train. Miller disappeared 
after the murder and found his way to Kan- 
sas, where a brother of his is employed at 
Leonardsville There he finally confessed 
his crime. ASnouee robably unknown to 

a the officers of the law wefe close on his 
trail. 

He was brought back here, tried and con- 
victed of murderin thé first degree, aftera 
very sensational trial. He was sentenced to 
death somewhat less thana yearago, Much 
sympathy was at first felt and expressed for 
Miller. His youth, apparently weak mind ‘and 
the fact that he had been raised in an 
orphan asylum and afterward buffeted 
abouta good deal, naturally mitigated the 
offense in the eyes Of many People. But his 
true character has since unfolded. Instead 
of being an imbecile he is found to be gifted 
with much low cunning and in instinct he Is 
a depraved criminal. | 

Two jail preaks have taken place since his 
incarceration and he parse pete in both, 
In the first Corporal Frank B. Parkison of the 
Seventeenth Infantry, the alleged murderer 
of Private Roy’ Baker, successfully eluded 
pursuers, while Miller, foot-sore and sullen, 
was picked up near the scene of his murder- 
ous exploits, 
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It affirmed the judg- 
Court. Miller was then 
taken into the Supreme Court room. He was 
asked if he had anything to say why the sen- 
tence of the law should not be pasos upon 
him. Hereplied in the ne ve. He was 
then sentenced to be hanged Friday, April 22. 
Miller received the sentence with an air of 
absolute indifference. He said lateron in an 

interview that he expected this sentence. 
Strong pressure was brought to bear on the 
Governor to induce him to commute the sen- 

tence to imprisonment for life.

‘*Why are you so anxious that it be paid to- 
day?’’ asked the receiver, whose curiosity 
was aroused by the old man’s manner.

**He wrote to me for $% with which to buy 
presents for the people inthe jJatl before the 
execution. Inlooking up my accounts to- 
Gay I found thatI owed the r fellow $18 
and 1 resolved that he should have it before 
he died. It will help to give him decent 
burial.’’ 

The telegraph receiver was very much 
touched, but turning to-business matters 
after a little pause, he said: 

‘*This dispatch will cost $1.10.’’ 

**Send it collect,’’ replied the old man,

He took the blank, crumpled it up and left 
the office.

Built in St. Louis.

“THE KAUFFMAN PROPERTY ON NINTH 
AND OLIVE SECURED FOR A SITE. 


- Architect Roeder Is Already at Work on 
the Plans for the New Hostelry—It 
Will Be One of the Handsomest Hotel 
Etructures in the Country—An Idea of 
the Plans. 


Two years from now St. Louts will have 
two of the finest new hotels in the country. 
By the time the Planters’ is opened another 
million dollar hotel will have been built on 
the Kauffman property, the site of Pope’s 
Theater. The premises, embracing half a 
block, wasto have been the place forthe 
Fall Festivities Association $1,000,000 hotel. 
A lease of the property was secured for that 
purpose for 100 years at 5 percent per annum 
on its valuation of $750,000 but owing to 
requirements of the Fall Festiv ties Associa- 
tion regarding the deposit of $500,000 from the 

«owners of the lease the negotiations dropped. 
The lessees are Chicago parties, represented 
by Mortimer F. Taylor and Charles Sutter, by 
whom the lease was secured from Mr. John 
Kauffman. One of the conditions of the lease 
was the execution of a bond of $400,000 now 
held by Mr. Kauffman to insure the construc- 
tion of improvements to the extent of at least 
$1,000,000 upon the propery within a limited 
period oftime. When the negotiations with 
the Fall Festivities Association fell through 
the Chicago parties had already obligated 
themselves to such an extent that they could 
not throw up the Kauffman lease, and they 
went to work to fulfill its conditionsto the 
letter. To accomplish this St. Louis capital- 
ists were called upon to furnish a part of the 
money to put up the building. They re- 
sponded and some money has also been put 
into the enterprise by Boston hotel parties, 
who will most likely have the management 
ofthe house. All the financial arrangements 
are now perfected, and the fact that the first 
attempt to put a fine hotel building upon that 
site failed, with much general regret at the 
time, was a good thing for St. Louls after all, 
for instead of only $1,000,000 being expended 
for one new hotel, $2,000,000 will 
be expended, and the city will 
be proviaed with two very 
fine hotels. Plans forthe structure at Ninth 
and Olive are now being made by Mr. F. W. 
Roeder, who ts in dally consultation with Mr. 
Sutter and Mr. Taylor regarding the design 
to be adopted. Two different designs have 
been blocked out, but it is not yet decided 
exactly what kind of a epee gi will be 
erected. It will be fire-proof and ten stories 
high, at least, covering the whole area 
of the half block opposite the Custom-house, 
between Olive and Locust, Ninth and Tenth 
streets. Both the plans provide for a com- 
bination building. One plan contemplates 
a theater in the proposed structure. The 
adoption of this combination hotel and 
theater building depends upon negotia- 
tions now pending with ae promli- 
nent theatrical manager who wants 
to lease the theater for twenty-five years.

President Harrison Moving for an Inter-’ 
national Agreement. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 22.—While itis 
an open secret that the President is endeav- 
oring to secure an international conference 
on the silver question, the closest reticence 
on the whole subject is maintained at 
the White House and the Treasury De- 


artment. Mr. S. Dana Horton, as a confi- 
ential representative of the Government 
hasspenta yearor more among. financla 
officers of the Goverment of Great Britain, 
France, Prussia, Austria and Italy, for the 
purpose of ascertaining their views onthe 
subject ofa bimetallic standard, and he has 
made elaborate private reports of the re- 
sults of his mission.

It is understood that hé will soon senda 
special message to Congress, transmitting 
the correspondence on the subject.

ALL NEED REPAIRS. 


Building Commissioner Reid Makes His 
Annual Report. 


i. 


HE DETAILS THE DEPLORABLE CONDI- 
TION OF THE CITY INSTITUTIONS. 


Sections of the City Hospital, Poor-House 
and House of Refuge Said to Be Unfit 
for Human Habitation—Plumbing 
and Down Spouts Causing Ruin on All 
Sides—Bath-House Plans. 


Building Commissioner G. B. Reid, submit- 
ted his annual report to the Mayor to-day, 
and in it he reports the condition of the pub- 
lic institutions, with recommendations for 
additions ana repairs and also the revision of 
old city ordinances and the introduction of 
new ones. During the past year permits 
were granted for improvements, aggregating 
in value $14,325,750, a decided increase over 
the preceding year. As the figures given by 
builders are generally from two-fifths to one- 
half the actual value of the improvements, it 
is estimated that the true value is about 
$25 ,000, 000. 

The ordinance governing fire escapes are 
not defined as completely as necessary, Mr. 
Read states, and he suggests the introduc- 
tion of an ordinance fixing rules for the 
placing of electric Hight wires in buildings 
and an increase ofthe force of inspectors. 

His report on the conditions of the city’s 
buildings, though it does not mention all the 
defects noticeable to an observer, shows 
in what a wretched state of repair they are 
in. The Oourt-house needs a complete 
steam-heating plant, he states, as the old 
one is rotten and does not heat the building, 
He suggests that the dingy and badly scarred 
stone coping around the Court- 
house be removed and granitoid 
be laid over the entire area of the yards sur- 
rounding the building, and mentions inci- 
dentally that it will cause the loafers to de- 
sert the place and deprive tramps of their 
lodgings, or ‘*O’Brien’s flats,’’ as the coping 
and steps of the Court-house are generally 
known. He recommends that the building 
be painted outside and inside, a new floor be 
laidon the gallery of the second floor, new 
steps be put in at the Chestnut and Market 
street entrances, court-rooms papered ana 
ae and the leaking broken plumbing re- 

aired. 

“ As the City Hall will be deserted ina few 
years he ——— that it be only papered, 
ainted and whitened in the interior where 
tis necessary. 
THE MALARIAL FOUR COURTS, 

The Four Courts, he says, are badly in need 
of repair.Leaky downspouts are hidden in the 
walls and the water seeps through intothe 
rooms. The roof and gutters leak, the 
plumbing is rotten and the money to be spent 
for necessary repairs, he says, would pay for 
anew system. Painting and cleaning Is also 
necessary. 

The jail is also in a bad state and unhealthy 
as gases escape through broken sewer pipes 
and corrode the tron floors around the cell 
floors, making them unfit for the confinement 
of prisoners. 

An appropriation to finish the new building 
at the House of Refuge is asked and he also 
recommends the repairing of gates, walks, 
fences, ovens and brickwork of the old build- 


ing. 
A DILAPIDATED HOSPITAL. 

Mr. Reid follows the example of other 
building commissioners who have served 
during the past twelve years, in recommend- 
ing the destruction of certain parts of the 
City Hospital and the reconstruction of new 
wings andadditions. The building at present 
used for infectious diseases is unfit for habi- 
tation, he says, and a new 
building of four wards should be 
erected atonce. A brick boiler-house to re- 
place the frame shed now used is recom- 
mended, also an apartment, for surgical 
operations, with three wards for treating 
such cases. New floors are needed in almost 
every room and hall in the building; 
the steam-heating apparatus _in_ the 
old bullding should be replaced, 
the woodwork outside needs painting, the 
roof, gutters and downspouts are worn out 
and leaky; the deadhouse needs.a new fioor, 
a new fence to replace the tumble down affair 
enclosing the premises is necessary to keep 
out intruders and improvements are needed 
in the criminal ward from which 
so many prisoners have escaped. 

A WRECK AND RUIN. 

The Poor- house comes infor a large share 
of the money necessary for repairs. Mr. 
Reed suggests that the building now used for 
female paupers be abandoned at once,as it is 
unsafeand dangerous tothe lives of the in- 
mates. New boilers are needed, rotten 
floors in the basement should be 
torn up and replaced with granitoid, 
plastering forrooms in the main building, 
where large patches have fallen off are 
needed, and allthe wooden wainscoting in 
the building should be removed. 

At the Female Hospital,a new boller-house, 
new boilers, and steam heating apparatus is 
required. 

ihe plumbing atthe Insane Asylumisina 
bad state of repair, several rooms need plas- 
tering, the wainscoting inten halls and ten 
rooms requires repairs and the gutters and 
downspouts are demanding attention. 

Last year $41,000 was spent in repairs at the 
city instétutions demanding immediate at- 
tention. In payingthe salaries of janitors 
and meeting the current expenses of the 
City Hall, Commissioner’s office, Four Courts 
and Court-house, $53,350 was spent and $76,- 
260 was paid out on contract work. The total 
expenditures amounted to $170,567. 

During the year3,119new brick buildings, 
valued at $12,717,600, and 14,021 frame build- 
ings, valued at $118,800, were erected and 
$9,582 was collected in fees. 


Board of Public Improvements. 

The bath houses ordinance and plans as 
printed in the Posr-DISPATCH yesterday 
were recommended by the 
of Public Improvements at its 
meeting to-day. The plans will 


be forwarded to the Assembly and the 
ordinance will be read ior the first time 
Tuesday night. No delay is expected andthe 
three bath houses will probably be opened to 
the public Aug. 1. 

The bid for sprinkling Forest 
Park boulevard between Boyle av- 
enue and King’s highway was 
rejected. The lowest bid was about 9 cents a 
foot, and the property owners made such a 
decided protest the board will not award the 
contract. New bids will be opened May 10. 

The reconstruction of Pestalozzi street, be- 
tween Ninth and Thirteenth streets, was 
awarded to Allen & Veith for $11,077, and the 
same firm was also given the contract to re- 
construct Ninth street, from Arsenal to Pes- 
talozzi streets, for $7,729. 

The specifications for cut stoneto be used 
in the new City Hall were approved as sub- 
mitted by thearchitect. They call for the 
best select No. icream buff Amherst sand- 
stone. The estimated cost of the cut stone 
for the entire building is $75,000. 

The petition of the Tower Grove property 
owners was referred by the board to the City 
Counsellor for solution. The property own- 
ers want Tower Grove avenue improved and 
claim the city Is under contract to doit Dy an 
act of the Legislature of March, 
1867, entitled ‘*‘An act to estab- 
lish and provide for the government of Tower 
Grove Park.’’ This park wasinthe county at 
the time, but as it was near St. Louis the 
city, it is claimed, agreed to pay for im- 

roving the avenue ifthe county contributed 

o the support and improvement of'the park.

Repeated denials by Archbishop: Katzer of 
Milwaukee that a resolution to admit Odd 
Fellows to the sacraments had been adopted 
at the meeting of the archbishops in this city 
last December threw some doubton a sub- 
ject that was thought to have been definitely 


settled. Rev. D. 8S. Phelan, the editor of the 
Western Watchman, this city, was the first to 
make the information public, and smarting 
_ under Archbishop Katzer’s contradiction 
he will come out in this 
week’s issue of his paper with an explana- 
tion of his statement backed up bY strong 
proofs. ‘‘On the evening of the day when 
this question of admitting Odd Fellows to the 
sacraments was considered,’’ says Father 
Phelan, ‘‘in company with Bishops’ Foley 
and McGoldrick, I went to Archbishop 
Riordan’s rooms at the Southern Hotel, and 
there and then His Grace of San Francisco 
informed us of what had taken place at the 
meetin’. Hesaid that the caseof the Odd 
had been considered, and that 
agreed that henceforward 
members of this society could 
admitted to the sacraments. 
He added moreover that Archbishop Kat- 
ger had made the objection that he had writ- 
tena letter in which he had taken an op- 
ee view. Thereupon one of the archbis- 
10ps answered: ‘‘Your Grace can write an- 
other letter and say you were mistaken.’’ 
Father Phelan will publish in further sup- 
ote of his statementa letter from Vicar- 
eneral Callaghan of Little Rock, Ark., who 
claims that the information therein contained 
“was given him by his Bishop. The passage in 
pointis this: The Archbishops decided that 
‘pince the brief ‘‘Apostolica Moderatione’’ 
‘was issuedthe Odd Fellows were no longer 
‘excluded from the sacraments, which 
were heretofore denied them on 
the strength of the special 
exclusion obtained for this country against 
them by Archbishop Kenrick of Baltimore. 
The decision was that special exclusion has 
. ceased to exist, and the Odd Fellows were in 
. the same position in relation to the Church 
asthe Knights of Pythias, Legion of Honor 
‘and other secular societies;thet the mem- 
bers were not under the ban aad were not 
“excluded.

NATIONAL CAPITAL. 


Noyes-Rockwell Contest Closed—Congres- 
sional Proceedings. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., April 22.—The House 


this morning immediately proceeded to the 


consideration of the Noyes-Rockwell con- 
tested election case, and Mr. Fellows of New 
York took the floortoclose the case forthe 
contestee. 

The discussion became exciting this after- 
noon when Bourke Cockran took the floor in 
advocacy of Rockwell’s claim.

PRIMARY ELECTION LAW. 


People are asking how many Democratic 
Hoodlums will be voted as Republican 
Hoodlums at Saturday’s primaries, and 
how many votes will be polled by FILLEyY 
and POHLMAN for the Noonan-Dalton 
ticket at the Democratic primaries on 
Wednesday. 

The answer to this question is that these 
are not the old-fashioned ‘‘go-as-you- 
please’’ primaries, in which the tools of 
unscrupulous bosses stuffed ballot boxes 
and fixed the returns in accordance with 
secret orders from headquarters. 

The judges and clerks at these primaries 
are sworn Officers of the law who are liable 
to all the penalties to which regular elec- 
tion officers are subject, if they fail to do 
their duty impartially and correctly as 
prescribed by law. 

They expose themselves to these penal- 
ties if they receive and count the ballot of 
any man whom they believe to be tender- 
ing an illegal vote—that is an unregistered 
vote or one which the person is not law- 
fully entitled to castin that precinct and 
at that election 

Republicans only are lawful voters at 
Republican primaries, and Democrats only 
are lawful voters at Democratic primaries. 
The penalty for casting an illegal vote at 
these primaries or for personating or prac- 
ticing any fraud in connection with 
primary voting is the same as ata regular 
election, and the person attempting such a 
thing is liable to arrest. 

li a vote is challenged on any grounds, 
the judges must satisfy themselves and de- 
cide whether itis legal or not. If chal- 
lenged on the ground that the voter is not 
a member of the party for whose benefit 
the primary is held, the judges must de- 
cide the question to theirown satisfaction 
upon such evidence as is presented on the 
spot by the person ojfering to vote or by 
bystanders. 

Any man whoclaims to be a Democrat 
or Republican, and who affiliates gen- 
erally with the party, is a good enough 
party man to be entitled to vote at the 
party primaries. Bolting, scratching or 
occasionally voting with some other party 
may be the highest proof of a man’s fidelity 
to his party and its principles. The man 
who never does such a thing in this city 
may be a well-meaning citizen, but he 
has neither the brains nor the independence 
to be a first-rate party man.

MANY REPUBLICANS SUBSCRIBED 70 THE 
FUND TO ELECT HIM MAYOR. 


Herman Haeussler, tn Whose Office the 
Meeting to Raise the Money Was Held, 
Makes Some Startling Admissions— 
Ed Dieterleand Charley Schweickhardt

Mayor Noonan has put his foot init, by 
announcing that his methods in. this Dalton 
campaign aretobe all through the same as 
those he employed when he ran for the May- 
oralty.

The 
Post-DISPATCH, since that speech of the 
Mayor was made, has got the history of two 
meetings held by the liquor men during the 
mayoralty campaign of 1889, which resulted 
in Mayor Noonan’s getting nearly $8,000 in 
cash. 
THE MONEY GIVEN TO NOONAN HIMSELF. 

One meeting was held by the wholesale 
liquor dealers in the office of Herman A. 
Haeussler, the law partner of Col. James O. 
Broadhead, No. 16 North Fourth street. Be- 
tween $6,000 and $7,000 was subscribed by the 
men who came to the meeting. Each one 
gave his check on the spot for the subscrip- 
tion, the checks were taken to banks and 
cashed at once and the money was placed in 
the hands of Judge Noonan himself. 

The other meeting held was one held by the 
Retail Liquor Dealers’ Protective Association 
inthe saloon of John M. Dieterle, No. 614 
Market street. The matterof giving money 
to Judge Noonan to help his campaign had 
been discussed, and Charles Schweick- 
hardt had worked assiduously to 
convince all the members that it was 
the properthing to do. At the meeting a 
resolution appropriating $1,000 from the 
treasury to help the campaign of Judge 
Noonan was offered by H. J. Hinsman, who 
was succeeded the other night as president 
of the association by John W. Howard. 
Schweickhardt seconded the motion and 
there were no votes against it. A 
committee of three wasthen appointed to 
take the money to Judge Noonan. Schweick- 
hardt was chairman of the committee, and 
the other two members were Hinsman and 
Charles Schoettler, who then had a saloon on 
Dodier street. The committee cashed the 
check of the treasurer. got the money and 
placed it in Judge Noonan’s hands. 

MR, HAEUSSLER SAYS IT’S TROF. 

The proceedings of both these meetings 
have been described to the PostT-DISPATCH by 
men who were in them and contributed to 
the fund placed in Judge Noonan’s hands. It 
will be easily understood why their names 
are not given. Forthe purpose, however, of 
showing its readers what would be said 
about the matter by the men who have kept 
the secret of the contribution for three years, 
reporters were detailed to-day to see those 
who had been most actively concerned in 
these acts of financial assistance which seem 
to have slipped the memory of Mayor 
Noonan, 

MR. HAEUSSLER ADMITS IT. 

Mr. Haeussler was seen first. He was told 
to begin with thatthe PostT-DISPATCH Knew 
the wholesale liquor men had met in his 
office and contributed a large sum to Mayor 
Noonan’s campaign. 

‘*It was not a meeting at all,’’ hastily in- 
terrupted Mr. Haeussler. ‘*it was only that 
a number ofthese gentlemen, who are my 
clients, met here to talk about the collection 
they were making for Noonan and asked me 
what I thought of it.’’ 

ae collected about $7,000, did they 
not?’’ 

‘*It was not quite $7,000,’’ said Mr. Haeuss-

‘‘Why,itwas on election day,’’ said the 
lawyer impatiently. He had found his paper 
and was anxiots to get to work on his Drief.

‘*No, I can’t. and won’t,’’ he said, and 
shifted his chair down to his desk. ‘‘I’ve 
told you already—it was meee to buy a good 
many carloads of cattle. If had it I could 
stock aranch with shortborns, And it was 
enough to buy a good many Hogs—a good 
many hogs, ican tell you.’’ 

MR. SCHWEICKHARDT REVILES TRAITORS. 

Charles Schweickhardt, the Chairman of 
the committee appointed by the Retail 
Liquor Dealers’ Association to carry to Judge 
Noonan the $1,000 voted to him, was in his 
Market street saloon surrounded by friends, 
when a reporter called him off to a corner. 
Mr. Schweitckhardt, like Mr. Haeussler, belongs 
to the large party of Republicans who worked 
for Noonan in the last mayoralty eviiee, Gae 
he has since that had an influence with the 
Mayor that no other politician in the town 
has. He is, moreover, one of the shrewdest 
politicians in St. Louis, and one of the few 
confidants Chauncey I. Filley has. fe left

The Verdict in the Inquest Held on 
Capt. Ashby. 


NO UNDUE ADVANTAGE WAS TAKEN By 
‘LA BARGE, IT DECLARES, 


Coroner Irwin Will Submit All the Testi- 
mony tothe Prosecuting Attorney and 
Let Him Decide Whether There Shoul 
Be Any Prosecution—What the Wi 
nesses Stated Under Oath. 


The inquest on the body of Capt. Will! 
W. Ashby, who died of injuries received 1 
struggle with Capt. Joseph La Barge and 
of the latter’s sons—Dr. Charles and 
Henry La Barge—about ten days ago jon

five of Capt. La Barge’s sons were present 
anda number of other well-known citizens 
were spectators. 

The Coroner’s jury was composed of Wm. 
Jones, Jas. McMillan, H.8. Mobley, Michael 
McCormick, James Kennedy and M, J, Holll- 
day and before the examination of witnesses 
was begun, the jurors and witnesses were all 
taken to the Morgue and sworn over the body 
of the deceased. After returning to the office 
the jurors were asked if any of them were ac- 
quainted with Capt. Ashby’s family, or any 
ofthe La Barges and all answered in the 
negative except Mr. Holliday, who was 
acquainted with the La Barges, but it was 
only a passing acquaintance. It would not 
influence him any in givinga decision in this 
case. . 

POST-MORTEM EXAMINATION. 

The post-mortem examination of the body 
of Capt. Ashby, which was made by Dr. 
Chambers in the presence of Dr. Mudd, was 
submitted in evidence tothe jury. It was to 
the effect that death was due to blood pois- 
oning, resulting from the wound. There was 
some delay in beginning the examination of 
witnesses owing to the failure of the Cor- 
oner’s stenographer to arrive at theappointed 
time, but he finally got there and Mr. Joseph 
L. Ashby was then placéd on the stand. Mr. 
Ashby isa sonof the deceased Gapt. Ashby 
and travels for a St. Joseph house, He testl- 
fled tohis father’s age, residence, etc., and 
then gave a statement which he said bis 
father made to him on his death bed. 

CAPT. ASHBY’S DEATH BED STATEMENT. 

It was last Friday and his father called to 
him and said, ‘‘Son, they have Killed me. 
They have beat me to death.’’ 

Continuing, witness said: ‘‘He told me 
that as he walked down Chestnnt street he 
saw the La Barges coming toward 
him. He had his revolver with him, 
he __ said, buttoned up | tight. He 
had his pistol, as he had heard they were 
looking for him and he was prepared for 
them. When he first saw them Henry was 
running toward him, and before he could 
protect himself, Henry hit him and Knocked 
him down, and then all piled on him and 
beat and kicked him and choked him. He 
tried to draw his pistol, but they caught hold 
of it, and 1n the struggle it wentof?. I gained 
the impression that it went off accidentaliy, 
but father did not say that, ashe was grow- 
ing very weak then and could say no more,’’ 

DR. MUDD’S TESTIMONY. 

Dr. H. H. Mudd, who attended Oapt. Ashby 
and treated his injuries, was next called. He 
described the pistol wound and then spoke of 
the bruises and contusions just above the 
wound. Pus was formed by these contusions 
and connection was afterwards madejwith the 
pistol wound and the pus founda iree dis- 
charge through that wound. He died of blood 
poisoning. Thefresult of the infiltrationsf pus 
was due probably to the bad condition of the 
nutrition of the patient and probably also the 
pistol wound In the thigh.

he Coroner: ‘‘Do you 
wound the cause of death? 

Dr. Mudd: ‘*To the direct communication 
between the gunshot wound and the other 
wound,’’ 

The Coctor stated that the kidneys and liver 
were diseased, but not from the injuries just 
received. Hesaidthat the rapid extension 
of the infiltration of pus was what first led 
him to think that the contusions were greater 
than proved to be by the post-mortem exam- 
ination. 

Coroner Irwin: ‘‘May the condition of the 
septic poisoning been due to any cause 
beside the gunshot wound?’’ 

Dr. Mudd: ‘‘The presence of evidences 
of poisoning made me think it wasthe cause 
of the extension.’’ 

The Coroner: ‘*Don’t you think it was the 
source of it?’’ 

Dr. Mudd: ‘‘Not of the distinct abscess.’’ 

The Coroner: ‘‘Would you say that the gun- 
shot wound was the cause of death?’’ 

Dr. Mudd: ‘‘It certainly played a very im- 
portant part and probably it was the chief 
agency of the infection.’’ 

Dr. Mudd stated that Capt. Ashby hada 
hin and left ankle 
and that he complained of pains in the loins 
andabdomen, Ifthere were any bruises on 
the head his attention was not called to 
them. They were not sufficient,.anyway, to 
cause death. 

Dr. N. B. Carson also testified tothe char- 
acter of Capt. Ashby’s wounds, corroborat- 
ing in the main the testimony already given 
by Dr. Mudd. 

THE ENCOUNTER, 

Several witnesses were then examined who 
saw the encounter between Capt. Ashby and 
the La Barges, among them being Messrs. P. 
T. Gooding, J. B. Pollet, A. J. ndle, Phil 
M. Manning, A, Jacobs, Arthur English. 

Some of the witnesses had seen only a por- 
tion of the encounter and othersallor nearly 
all of it, and they wereall agreed as to the 
main points testified to, their testimony 
being corroborative of the account of the affair 
heretofore an The La Barges were 
all on one side and Capt. Ashby on the other. 
Henry La Barge had a small pistol and Ashby 
a big navy revolver. They had quite a strug- 
gie and the La Barges seemed to trying to 
provers Ashby from firing. One jtwitness said 

enry bad his pistol raised an inted at 
Ashby but he couldn’t say whether it was 
for the parpose of striking or shooting 
Ashby. The latter was down on the ground. 
He was first knocked down on hisside but 
was soon rolled over on his face by the La- 
Barges. Only one shot was fired and that 
by Ashby when he was down. None of these 
witnesses knew the cause of the trouble or 
saw the beginning of the encounter. 

THE LA BARGES TESTIFY.

AS IMPORTANT. 


Some of This Year’s Horses and Their 
Chances— The Weather Intefering 
Greatly With the Base Ball Games—

In less than three weeks the Kentucky 
Derby is to be run at Louisville, and yet one 
hears but little regardingit inthe various 
places where the horsemen and their friends 
are wont to congregate, says an exchange, It 
was not thus a few yearsago. Then specula- 
tion regarding the probable winnefr began 
alongin the holiday season and from that 
time until the day of the race excitement re- 
garding it ran higher and higher. It was then 
the one great 38-year-old event of the 
year so far as the Western turf was 
concerned, and to win it was considered 
as honor enough for one season. ' Times have 
changed since those good old days, however, 
and now there are more than a dozen stake 

_ events that overshadow it in importance in 
the West alone, both as regards the glory of 
winning them and their monetary value. In 
those days the bettingon this racein the 
winter books was fast and furious, but now 
no winter books on the event are made. It 
has been overshadowed by such stakes as the 
Latonia Derby, the St. Louis Fair Derby, the 
American Derby, and the Garfield Park 
Derby. The St. Louis Fair Derby is this year 
missing from the list and in its stead is 
the Mississippi stakes for 8-year-olds, the 
distance of which is one mile and a sixteenth. 
This leaves but three great races for 3-year- 
olds in the West atthe real Derby distance, 
one milea half, viz., the Kentucky Derby, 
the Latonia Derby, and the American 
Derby, and the first of these to be runis the 
Kentucky blue ribbon event. Among those 
liable to come tothe post for this event are 
the Bashford Manor pair, Bashford and Azra, 
both of whom are expected to put in an 
appearance at the Louisville track during the 
present week; two at least of the Corrigan 
entries, and he has no less than six engaged, 
these being Phil Dwyer, Lew Weir, Mariner, 
Huron, Cicero, and Cesar, Doncaster, the 
property of Hughes & Smith, Isaac Murphy’s 
colt, The Hero, James E. Pepper’s Transit, 
Renown Stables’ Gorman, M.D. Bichardson’s 
Faraday, William Tarr’sC.

man, aformer admirer of Mrs. Byington, is 
in some manner implicated in the murder. 
It issaid that he has repeatedly visited Mrs. 
Byington since her incarceration and that 
there are other circumstances connected 
with his conduct. That there may have been 
an intrigue between Mrs. Byington, who 
is only 22 years old, while her 
husband is 48 or 50, nd thts 
young manis very probable, for if he has 
Visited her in jail, itis much more probable 


that he was influenced by a remnant of his 
former regard for her, than by complicity in 
the crime which ts charged against her. 
Another and more probabie theory is that 
Byington had effected an insurance upon his 
life and that little Eva had been named in the 
Olicy as the beneficiary, to the exclusion of 
iis wife and herchildren. Still another view 
is that Mrs Byington was temporarily insane 
when the deed was committed, and this 
theory is partially bourne out by the generally 
admitted fact that up tothe morning of that 
fatal 26th day of March she had been uniform- 
ly kind to her victim.

A Rush Commenced to Dispossess Indian 
Land Holders. 

COLVILLE, Wash., April 22.—Last nighta 
large delegation of the best citizens of Stevens 
County enlisted their energies in a proposi- 
tion to open the Colville Indian Reservation, 
For this purpose alarge mass-meeting was 
held at Kettle Falls. The discussion of the 


history of the reservation and the facts that 
established it as such was handled by all tiie 
legal talent of the county and from conclu- 
sions drawn by them the impression was left 
that in reality the reservation had n ac- 
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rance and the restoratidn of the land to the 
public domain was a matter to be deter- 
mined by voluntary appropriation. The idea 
has electrified the populace of Stevens 
County. Everybody that has a claim toa 
portion of the public domain is bent on get- 
ting on the reservation at all hazards. Min- 
ers are outfitting singly and in groups, bound 
for the west side of the river, and those who 
have had rich prospects covered up for years 
waiting forthe government to open the re- 
serve are losing no time in getting there 
first. Itis estimated that there will be 2,000 
people from the adjacent country on the res- 
ervation inless than ten days forthe pur- 
pose of taking possession of mineral and coal 
deposits that are known to exist, The reser- 
vation is available for agriculture. Timber 
is also plentiful. The people say they are 
tired of waiting for Congress to geta title 
settled in the general government.

THE HOPKINS MILLIONS. 


Timothy Well Provided For in the Will

NEW York, April 22.—It turns out that Tim- 
othy Hopkins’ demands for a liberal portion 
of his foster mother’s estate were much more 
liberally acceded tothan Edward C. Searles’ 
attorneys would have had atfirst the public 
belleve.

combine is known asthe National Trunk Co. 
and its headquarters are at 213 Mohroe 
street, Chicago..

& Co., is president and Joseph 
Hartman of Hartman & £Puffer Co. 
of Racine _ is the secretary. Under 
this charter which was taken outonly last 
week, the National Trunk Co., 1s capitalized 
for $2,500,000, but the accessions of manufac- 
turers throughout the country have been so 
unexpectedly large that the amount will 
probably beat least doubled within a few 
days. While the usual disclaimer of any 
tention to raise prices and create a monopoly 
is made, such is evidently the object of the 
consolidation.
